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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: applicants arguments are not deemed 
persuasive to overcome the rejections of record. 

Applicants presented the same arguments as in the previous response. Specifically, applicants argue that Griffiths teaches away 
from Applicants' invention by saying that the radiolabel is to be attached to a hinge region cysteine. 

Applicant's arguments have been carefully considered but are not persuasive. Zapata et al teach a Fab' fragment which contains a 
single free thiol in the hinge region including the coupling of monomethoxypoly(ethylene glycol) (MePEG) to the thiol, wherein the MePEG is 
5 kDa or 1 0 kDa (see abstract). Because the primary reference (Zapata et al.) explicitly teaches coupling a polymer to the single thiol in the 
hinge region, as such the arguments that the secondary reference (Griffiths) does not teach pegylation of a hinge region cysteine and 
teaching away are not persuasive. The secondary reference was used to merely show that PEG with a wide variety of average molecular 
weight can be linked to an antibody. 
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
